your alm ighty dollars. 
For Russia needs foreign money 
to nay for the millions of dollars

machinery

bought In Europe and America to 
forward her Five-Year Plan. 
She 1 
needs it, too, to pay the American 
and European experts she baa hired 
to help install this machinery. One 
good way to get dollars is to ex­ 
change goods with you for them. 
All R ussians understand why you 
are privileged, and do not resent it. 
How you live and what you eat 
depends largely on what reasons 
you have for being in Russia. Down 
a t Dnelprostrol, I was amazed to 
find a little American colony that 
looked exactly Uke a New Jersey 
suburb.

OUR C H A N G IN G W O R L D 


Yesterday I spoke of tendency of 
law to lag behind life. 
This Is not due wholly to the In­ 
ertia of legislators and leaders in 
general; It is partly due to the fact 
that our world is changing so rap­ 
idly. 
From C. Delisle Burns’s interest­ 
ing volum e on Modern Civilization 
on Trial, I have culled a list of 
facts, dealing with the day to day 
habits of modern man, that give a 
living sense of the rapidity with 
which our world is changing. 
In 1908, the people of Great B rit­ 
ain thought it little short of a m ir­ 
acle that an airplane had flown a 
mile. N ineteen years later, British 
airplanes flew 2489 tim es between 
England and the Continent, carry­ 
ing 28,750 passengers w ithout m is­ 
hap. 
In 1910, there were only 114,000 
motor cars registered in Great B rit­ 
ain. 
N ineteen 
years later, 
there 
were 2,163,076. In 1914 there were 
only 800 public m otor-coaches in 
use in Great Britain. Little expan­ 
sion was seen during the war. By 
1929, however, there were 95,798. 
In 1910, the motion picture was 
Just becom ing a business possibil­ 
ity in Great Britain. By 1930, Great 
Britain had some *389,000,000 in­ 
vested in the motion picture trade. 
By 1920, the British public had 
barely begun to think about radio. 
By 1925, there were 1,500,000 radio 
get licenses issued in Great Britain, 
and more than 3,000,000 in 1930.

These changes, mercurially sw ift, 
in these four fields alone—airplanes, 
motion pictures, radio, and auto­ 
mobiles—are sw iftly changing the 
Intellectual outlook, the social cus 
toms, and the beliefs of swarming 
millions the world around. 
The French peasant, motoring o f­ 
ten to the village, will hoard less 
and spend more. The illiterate m il­ 
lions of China w ill escape from u t­ 
ter illiteracy a s they listen to the 
broadcast of new s and ideas. Th* 
African savage w ill change as he 
listens to the world outside through 
the radio in his hut. The provin­ 
cialism s of the world are doomed 
by the new instrum ents of trans­ 
portation and communication. 
It is no easy Job to keep the law s 
and the education 
of 
so sw iftly 
changing a world abreast of reality. 
But unless w e do manage to keep 
our laws, our Institutions, and our 
education decently in step with the 
changes that are coming over our 
life, 
we 
shall 
suffer 
continuous 
maladjustment.
